unions are coercive and exact 


an income tax from workers in the form of dues.) 


By WILLIAM GREEN, 
President, American Federation of Labor 


The coercion argument against unions is actually an argument against 
the closed shop. Every intelligent person realizes that coercion of 
workers is not the object or general practice of the trade union move- 
ment. Organized labor was born out of suffering and oppression. It is 
an understatement to say unions were voluntary associations of work- 
ingmen, They were desperate associations. Workers joined 
into unions because they found they were helpless as individuals to pro- 
tect their own interests and obtain their just share of the rewards of 
industry. That was the only justification for labor unions in the begin- 
ning. It is their only justification now. 


It is needless for me to recite the fearful conditions under which men | 
were forced to labor and the pitifully low pay they received before the | 


advent of unions. It requires no great exertion of memory to recall the 
tremendous economic, legislative and social progress effectuated by or- 
ganized labor in the past thirty years. And conditions are far from per- 


fect yet. Even today the federal government is experiencing serious | 
is and max- 
| 


difficulty in enforcing a law setting minimum wage standar¢ 
imum hour provisions for millions of unorganized workers. 

The closed shop, or the union shop, is not a device to compel workers 
to join a union. It is a protective measure adopted by workers to pre- 
vent employers from destroying advantages gained by union organiza- 


tion, Union workers have established by their combined efforts high 


American standards of living and work. They refuse to work side-by-! 


side with non-union men because they are determined to maintain and 
improve their working and living standards.

not help him a great deal. But how about the young newspaperman 
who is making $25 or $30 a week? How about the veteran newspaper- 
man whose pay has been cut once, twice or three times? Surely, Mr. 
Pegler instead of feeling resentful because he is forced to join his union 
under a union shop contract with his employer, should try to help his 
fellow workers improve the standards of his profession and strengthen 
the union rather than destroy it. Perhaps Mr. Pegler cannot afford the 
$1 a month dues he pays, but surely he should not begrudge it if it is 
being used to help uplift the standards of his fellow workers. 

Mr. Pegler objects to the policies of his union. So do I. It is a CIO 
union and its policies are radical, to put it mildly. But there are a large 
number of newspapermen who feel the same way about these policies 
as Mr. Pegler. Why doesn’t he join with them to reform these policies 
rather than condemn the union? 

If members of a union are indifferent, then the union may naturally 
fail to be responsive to their needs. But if the members of a union take 
an active part in its affairs, as they should, then they can turn their 
own organization as the majority wishes. The same principle holds true 
of government in our cities, states and nation. 

When Mr. Pegler charges unions are coercive, my reply to him is—ask 
the carpenter, ask the bricklayer, ask the plumber, ask the railroad 
worker, ask the printer in the composing room of your own newspaper, 
and find out whether they are members of their union by choice or by 
compulsion. 

Now as to union dues, These dues are fixed by the members of the 
union. The money is necessary to run the union. Vast amounts are paid 
out by unions each year for strike benefits. In 1938 unions affiliated 
with the A. F. of L. paid their members a total of $25,586,288.58 in death, | 
sickness, old age, disability and miscellaneous benefits. These are worthy 
and necessary activities. 

When Mr. Pegler implies that union dues are exacted from workers to 
support a lot of labor leaders in idleness and luxury, he is repeating the 
same old charge that enemies of labor have made from time immo- 
morial.

America is indented plainly into 
the end of the bung stave of union- 
made beer and ale cooperage of 
every description, and placed where 
it can be readily seen on tanks and 
containers, 

On union-made slack barrels, soft 
wood barrels, or butter tubs, label 
should be stamped plainly on a 
smooth stave between the head and 
quarter hoops, in blue ink. 

The coopers’ union is one of the 


oldest in America. The coopers’ 
union was first known among 
coopers as the Boston guild, the 


charter of which was granted by 


the colony of the Massachusetts| York, struck back sharply at Assistant Attorney General Thu 


bay in 1648. Later, in 1833, the 
coopers were organized into trade 
unions, and the Coopers’ Interna- 
tional Union of North America was 
founded in 1870.

In refreshing contrast to the activities of the CIO saboteurs, was the 
action taken at the New York City Building and Construction Trades 
Council of the American Federation of Labor. 

At a conference called by President Thomas Murray, ways and means 
were discussed for organizing the small home construction field. Pro- 
posals were formulated for the adoption of a uniform wage to apply to 
such jobs only, not on large construction projects. 

Such a secondary scale, even of $9 a day, would not represent a wage 
cut but it would bring about a considerable pay increase for workers on 
small home construction, most of whom are now unorganized and re- 
ceive $5 or $6 a day. Therefore, it might be considered a forward step in 
raising standards and ending the employment of non-union and ineffi- 
cient workmen by contractors in this field. 

Further conferences will be held and the membership of the building 
|trades unions will be consulted before any definite program is adopted 


Meanwhile, the building trades unions throughout the nation are pre- 
paring to intensify efforts to secure adoption of legislation which will 
continue and expand the federal slum clearance program. The Wagner 
bill, now pending in congress, is fully approved by organized labor, and | 
must be adopted if the U. S. housing authority is to continue operations. 
The USHA has a working agreement with the A. F. of L. and employs 
only A. F. of L. building trades workers on its construction projects.

“We merely made lawful and 
honest efforts to provide and 
maintain employment for the 
members of our union and pro- 
tect them against the chaotic 
results of non-union substand- 
ard competition.” 

The indictment alleged that the 
union maintained “a rigid boycott” 
on out-of-state manufacturers, ex- 
cluding them from the local mar- 
ket, as well as insisting upon the 
installation of union-made equip- 
ment on construction work in New 
York city. 

Immediately after the _ indict- 
ments were handed down, Mr. Van 
Arsdale accompanied by reporters 
and photographers, visited the new 
32-story Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance annex building, now in process 
of construction, where Mr. Van 
Arsdale pointed out equipment 
manufactured by Westinghouse and 
General Electric which were being 
installed by members of Local 3, 
thus refuting the allegations con- 
tained in the indictments. 

“Every charge in the _ indict- 
ments,” Mr. Van Arsdale said, “is 
centered upon the activities of the 
officers and representatives of Lo- 
cal 3 for endeavoring to secure and 
maintain employment for members 
of the union. 

“In this case the cry of 
‘racketeer’ cannot be used to 
cover up the vicious attack now 
being made against unions, 
which has so far confused the 
public mind. It is most signifi- 
cant that not one of the in- 
dictments charge any present 
officer or representative of our 
organization with extortion, 
graft or corruption.”

Plumbers and Gas 
Fitters’ Notes 


By SAMUEL J. DONOHUE 


I am again making a special re- 
quest upon every working member 
of the local union that when he 
starts to work on a job that he 
canvass the 
same to make 
sure that the 
other mechan- 
ics are mem- 
bers of the 
unions of their 
crafts. The 
reason for this 
special re- 
quest at this time, is that your busi- 
ness representative is sending to 
every local union of the Alameda 
County Building and Construction 
Trades Council a letter asking the 
members of the unions to do like- 
wise and see that the working 
rules of this local, as endorsed by 
the council, are enforced. 

Particularly does this apply to 
the working master plumber who 
is permitted to work providing, 


however, that he has employed 
with him on the job a journeyman 
member of this local, whether it 
be new construction, alterations, or 
additions. This applies to all work 
that requires a length of time ex- 
ceeding seven hours, whether the 


work is to be finished in one day 
or carried over to the next. A let- 
ter on this important matter has 
been sent to the Alameda County 
Building and Construction Trades 
Council where it will receive the at- 
tention of the representatives of 
the thirty unions affiliated with 
the council. 


One additional request is that 
every member of this local report 
conditions that he may have reason 
to believe require attention. With 
the combined co-operation of the 
members of the other crafts there 
is every reason to believe that this 
local will continue to enjoy the 
splendid working conditions exist- 
ing at the present time. 


Another matter of importance— 
namely, for the members of the lo- 
eal, is the prompt payment of the 
quarterly sick benefit, and while 
we should have at least 25 more 
members participating to assure us 
of continuous success, payments 
for the quarter should be made dur- 
ing the first month in the quarter 
they are due rather than waiting 
until the last month. My reason 
for bringing this to your attention 
is that we have had for some time 
at least four members continuously 
on the list, which means that there 
is a weekly outlay of twenty-eight 
dollars. Assessment No. 5 is now 
due and payable. I trust you will 
give this your most serious atten- 
tion. 


Disposed of By 
Conciliation 
Service in Month 


The conciliation service of the 
United States department of labor 
disposed of 352 situations involving 
52,324 workers last month accord- 
ing to a report just issued by Sec- 
retary of Labor Perkins. The serv- 
ices of this agency were requested 
by the employes, employers, and 
other interested parties. 


“Of these situations, 131 were 
strikes, threatened strikes, lock- 
outs, and controversies, involving 


41,502 workers,” the report says. 
“The remaining situations, involv- 
ing 10,822 workers, were services 
rendered, such as filling requests 
for information, adjusting com- 
plaints, and holding conferences 
regarding labor conditions. 
“The facilities of the service 
were used in twenty-six major 
industrial fields and were util-

Baffled Ambition Led Lewis to Break 
With Roosevelt, Says Magazine 


Frustrated ambition impelled 
John L. Lewis to break with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Herbert Harris de- 
clares in an illustrated article in 
the current issue of Look maga- 
zine. Excerpts from the article 
follow: 

“The reasons for John L. Lewis’ 
break with the president can be 
found not in Machiavelli, but in 
Freud, They are not political but 
psychological, 

“When, at Columbus, O., Lewis 
advised his miners against support- 
ing a third term, he committed 
three unpardonable sins of Amer- 
ican politics. 


‘KICK-BACKS’ BANNED 
UNDER WAGE-HOUR LAW 


The wage and hour division of 
the United States department of 
labor has called a halt on employ- 
ers who resort to “kick-back” de- 
vices to deprive employes of the 
30-cents-an-hour minimum wage 
guaranteed by the fair labor stand- 
ards act. 

Declaring that the “kick-back” 
schemes were illegal evasions of 
the act, George A. McNulty, wage- 
hour general counsel, revealed that 
some employers advanced to new 
employes the difference between 
what they were able to earn and the 
30-cent minimum prescribed by the 
statute and deducted the advances 
when the employes were capable of 
earning more than 30 cents.

next, the Lewis who rode high on 
the crest of the new deal wave; ty 
and now-—the Lewis who has tasted 
too much power and relinquished 
his trade unionist role for that of 
a prima donna. 


“Lewis came to confuse labor's 
cause with his personal desires. In 
the name of labor he demanded 
power that Roosevelt refused to 
give. His break with the president 
dramatizes the clash of their wills, 

“Lewis visited the white house 
three times before going to Colum- 
bus. He spurned the president’s 
truce overtures, wanted to control 
democratic policy, refused to com- 
promise with the A. F. of L. Roose- 
velt balked, charged Lewis with 
responsibility for labor’s disunity. 
Lewis’ subsequent peace offer to 
the A. F. of L. was propaganda, 
His anti-Roosevelt speech showed 
that today he considers himself a 
man of destiny first, a leader of 
labor second.”

A. F. of L. “Invite a Ten Billion Increase in National 
Income”; Says 6 Per Cent Wage Advance Will Do It 


With 10,000,000 Americans still unemployed, business is be- 
ginning to sag. Even conservative economists, like Colonel 
Ayres of Cleveland, are alarmed. The “war boom” has not 
materialized; stocks are piling up on merchants’ shelves; men are 
being laid off. Unless buying power is stimulated on a broad 
scale, Ayres declares, we may be slipping into another recession. 


Appreciating the danger, the American Federation of Labor 
in its “Monthly Survey of Business,’ comes forward with a 
plan. It suggests a $10,000,000,000 increase in national income. 
In a statement as simple as A. B. C. it undertakes to show how 
it may be realized. 


Largely because of the strong support given by the unions, 
workers’ income in January of this year showed an increase of 
5 per cent over the same month last year. In the opinion of the 
A. F. of L., that should be sufficient to take care of the mer- 
chants’ existing surplus, but it warns that ‘workers’ wages are 
not increasing enough to bring about industrial expansion. Many 
corporations are not giving the wage increases they can afford.” 

For example, in 1939, as compared to 1938, industrial produc- 
tion increased 22 per cent; workers’ hourly earnings increased 
1 per cent, and the profits of 300 industrial corporations in- 
creased 59 per cent. 

That's the sort of thing that chokes prosperity, the A. F. of L. 
points out, emphasizing that ‘it is important this spring for all 
business firms to grant the largest wage increase possible.” 

So much for the immediate situation. But how about the fu- 
ture? 


Well, that’s where the ‘$10,000,000,000 increase in national | 


income for 1940” comes in. The A. F. of L. points out that last 
year national income totaled $70,000,000,000, but ‘‘millions of 
employed workers, as well as unemployed workers, were living 
in poverty; our industries turned out barely 50 per cent of the 
goods and services they are capable of producing; business men 
and farmers suffered because these low-production levels cur- 
tailed their profits.” 

For the first time in our history, thanks to the report of the 
national resources committee appointed by the United States 
government, we have a pretty definite idea of the additional 
goods which would be consumed if our national income were 
put up to $80,000,000,000 and the lion's share of the increase 
distributed where it would do the most good—among the 93 per 
cent of American families and single persons whose incomes are 
less than $3,000 a year. 

That looks like a selfish proposal, but it isn't, because families 
getting less than $3,000 a year spend 99 per cent of their earn- 
ings and even now are buying 78 per cent of all consumer goods 
sold on the American market. 

On the other hand, the 7 per cent who receive over $3,000 a 
year are able to save a part of their earnings and the group with 
incomes over $20,000 a year, largely business executives, spend 
only 49 per cent of what they get, and save 51 per cent. 

There was a time when the country was desperately in need 
of savings. 

The money was used to develop industry. Now the banks are 
bulging with surplus funds. The need is for buying power, not 
Saving power. 

The A. F. of L. illustrates this point in the following fashion: 
If the income of wage earners and others receiving less than 
$3,000 a year is increased by $1,000,000, then $990,000 will be 
spent for consumer goods and only $10,000 saved. If the $1,- 
000,000 increase should all go to high income groups receiving 
over $20,000 a year, only $490,000 would be spent for consumer 
goods, and $510,000 would go into savings and investments.

Housing Authority Finding 
New Locations for Residents 


Completed 


Relocation Offices Established in West Oakland; 
Low Rents to Be Paid When New Homes Are Built

which are to be demolished prior to the construction of the low 
rent housing projects, the Oakland housing authority established 
relocation offices on the sites to be cleared. Remedying the un- 
safe and unsanitary housing conditions of families of the low

purpose of the United States 
housing authority. This can be 
accomplished only if the local 
authority assists families who 
are moved out of buildings to find 
accommodations better than those 
being vacated. 

As an initial step in the process | 
of relocation, the staff made a 
study of the families on the site in 
order to determine: 

(1) The number of persons in 

the family. 

(2) The number of rooms occu- 

pied. 

(3) Facilities and general con- 

dition of the dwelling. 

(4) The rent the family is pay- 

ing. 

(5) The income and economic 

condition of the family. 

(6) 


General location preferred 
in relocating. 

A list of vacant dwellings avail- 
able to all tenants is kept in the 


project office. Every attempt is 
made to secure dwellings which are 
more habitable than those being 
vacated, with rents not substantial- 
ly higher. For the purposes of re- 
location the occupants of the proj- 
ects fall into three groups: 

(a) Property owners: Only about 
25 per cent of the families are 
owners and they require no assist- 
ance from the relocation office. 

(b) Economically self-supporting 
families who require no assistance 
other than being supplied with a 
list of available vacancies. 

(c) Relief and near-relief fami- 
lies: 68 per cent of the tenant fam- 
ilies with incomes under $90.00 per 
month are on some form of relief. 
In these cases it has in many in- 
stances been necessary to secure 
the co-operation of the social agen- 
cies. Both the Alameda county

charities commission and the state 
relief administration have shown 
the utmost co-operation. They have 
raised rent allowances where it has 
been proved to their satisfaction 
that adequate housing could not 
otherwise be secured and have fur- 
nished moving expenses and emer- 
gency orders for rent where funds 
were not available. 
Staff Locates Vacancies 
Vacancies are secured. either 
through the real estate agencies or 
through the individual efforts of 
the staff. The latter method has 
proved to be more satisfactory due 
to the simple fact that realtors do 
not find it profitable to handle low- 
rentals. Rents in dwellings which 
are being demolished, range from 
7.00 to $35.00 and the average ren- 
tal for a family of five persons 
amounts to approximately $22.00. 
Due to a variety of reasons, prox- 
imity to schools, churches or work, 
the majority of the tenants express 
preference for relocation in the 
same neighborhood. This prefer- 
ence intensifies the task of reloca- 
tion because overcrowding must be 
avoided at all costs. 


Eighty-one per cent of the ten- 
ant families in the projects are of 
the colored race and this presents 
probably the greatest difficulty in 
relocation. Locations available for 
the colored people are limited geo- 
graphically and for this reason are 
already overcrowded. Landlords 
have taken advantage of this fact 
with the result that colored people 
have been paying rents proportion- 
ately higher than would be paid by 
tenants of the white race. Many 
vacancies come into the office with 
the following restrictions: 


(a) No relief families. 

(b) No children. 

(c) No colored families. 

These vacancies are of little use to 
the relocation office as all these re- 
strictions apply to the majority of 
the tenants. 2 

To date three hundred families 
have been relocated. In some cases 
progress has been slow due to fi- 
nancial reasons, illness or some 
other cause. The local authority 
collects no rent from the tenants 
thus making it easier for them to 
meet the expense of moving. The 
staff in turn has received the full- 
est co-operation from the tenants 
who realize that the United States 
housing program is for their bene- 
fit. 

Old Tenants to Move 
Into New Homes 

All of the tenants are asked if 
they wish to return to the project 
when it is completed. With very 
few exceptions the replies are in 
the affirmative and many ques- 
tions are asked regarding the proj- 
ect. Many families from outside 
the project sites have come to the 
office at 1310 10th street and have 
filed application for admission as 
tenants when the projects are com- 
pleted. 

Former tenants who have been 
relocated drop in to renew ac- 
quaintance and report news of the 
family. All are anxiously awaiting 
the commencement of construction 
and the most frequent question 
heard is “When will the new homes 
be ready for us?”

Matthew Woll, president of the 
Union Labor Life Insurance com- 
pany, reported that its income for 
1939 was $1,264,607.17, with pay- 
ments to policy holders totaling 
$756,911.67 and all other disburse- 
ments $237,154.91.

“Our 
payments to or for the account of 
policy holders during the year 1939 
for death and disability claims, ma- 
tured endowments, dividends and 
surrender values amounted to 
$756,912.” 

The total admitted assets of the 
company are $3,316,580.16, which 
cover all liabilities. -
